Robinson, 25, of 


Gary, Ind., ousted student body 
pmsident, led eight student lead- 
e?5> Friday night in the plea for 
abandonment of the walkout. The 
eight have decided to leave the 
university, but all said the sacri- 
fice was loo great to ask ,all other 
students to cut off their educa- 
tion. 


Earlier Friday Robinson had 


predicted the campus "will be a 
graveyard . . . if we get no satis- 
faction." 
&rdor of the group was damp- 
ened by the death of Dr. J, W. 
Lee, biology department head, of 
a heart attack in a hospital. His 
death apparently resulted 
from 


the student demonstrations . Which 
included a peaceful march on the 
state Capitol.

They delight the scicn- 
ists who had fired Tiros I into 
ts round-the-world orbit. 


Taken 450 miles up, the first 


photographs 
were 
remarkably 


clear for such an experimental 
"orerunner of what may be a nel- 


tvorkt of weather watchers 
that 


could forecast big storms all over 
'he world. 


The satellite took in an enor- 


mous quadrant of the earth; con- 
Lered on the 
• Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


?leccy clouds spread over much 
of the U.S.-Canadian area. 


Everything about the Thor-Able 


launching 
rocket and the 270- 


mind satellite worked 
in fine 


style after they rose on a thun- 
derous tail of orange flame from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. AJ1 three 
stages fired with split-second pre- 
cision. 


Tiros was supposed to go into 
circular orbit 450 miles out. 


When the checking was finished, 
scientists found it varied 
from 


his ideal by less than 20 miles 
at its high and low point. 


The angle of inclination from 


-he equator was off less than 
three one-thousandths of a degree.

fourth, time, NASA scientist at 
Wallops Island, Va., rocketed a 
100-foot balloon up several hun- 
dred miles, where it caught the 
rays of the sun and was visible 
over most of the Eastern sea' 
board. 


"This has been ,a very success- 


ful clay," exulted Dr."Hugh'' Dry- 
den, NASA deputy administrator. 
The balloon is a forerunner of a 
space age communications net- 
work. 


Tiros sounds like something out 


of Greek mythology, but it isn't 
The name stands for television 
and infra-red observation satel- 
lite. 


The 
infra-red 
sensors, 
which 


can detect differences in tempera- 
ture in the earth's atmosphere, 
were not ready in time to go into 
Tiros I, They may go inlo Tiros 
II this summer. 


Bui Ihc two television cameras 


were both ready and working. 
They can snap up to 32 pictures 
on 
command, 
a 
few 
seconds 


apart. These can bo relayed in- 
stantly to earth stations, or stored 
on magnetic tape to be sent back 
on command. When the tapes arc 
full, they can be erased clean to 
start all over again.
